I have read so much 
lately about comets, the direction in 
which they travel; also of some of 
the greatest comets. I am eager 
to 
know w hat causes these queer phen­ 
omena. 
Would you kindly tell m e ’?— 
Reader, Keystone

The cause of comets m ay be s tud ­ 
ied in two w'ay.s; first as to their o ri­ 
gin and nature; second as to 
why 
they behave as they do. 
T he question of the origin of com ­ 
ets can not be said to be finally s e t­ 
tled, but perhaps the prevailing opin­ 
ion a t present Is tha t 
they 
were 
formed from the sam e original m ass 
of m atter (perhaps a nebula) that 
gave rise to the sun and the planets. 
M any think, liowever, tha t some co m ­ 
ets a t least, originated outside and 
ndependent of the 
solar 
system, 
am ong distant sta rs.’ If tha t be so, 
however, it does not throw any more 
light on their mode of origin. 
The chances are very g reat tha t 
all of them originated in connection 
w ith some solar system, and not as 
completely Independent liodles, and 
our system m ight as well liave been 
their place of origin a.s any other. It 
m ay be, though, that certain comets, 
traveling in very eccentric orbits, are 
visitors to our system, their birth 
having occurred In some other. 
If so, they m ay be called the tr a v ­ 
eler.? of space. Blanets can not go 
about like that, paying court to one 
sun after another. If only they couid 
the earth might, in the long 
run, 
.seem a more in%ireating place of re si­ 
dence—like a ship tha t m akes m any 
ports. 
The nature, i. e,, the constitution, 
of comets appears to be similar to 
tha t of the other m em bers of the so­ 
lar systemi 
Such chemical elem ents 
as can be detected in them by m eans 
of their light do not differ in essece 
from similar elem ents 
the earth 
Tlie head of a comet apparently con­ 
sists of m atter in the solid state; pro b­ 
ably not a single large mass, but a 
flock, or HW'arni, of small particles. 
'The tail of a comet, which is Its 
most spectacular feature, consists of 
ex ceedingly rare, or tenuous, m atter, 
probably in a gaseous, cr fine d ust­ 
like condition, 
il is evidently driven 
off from the head, or nucleus, 
by 
some repellant force (perhaps elec-» 
trie) proceeding from the sun. This is 
feliown by tha fact tha t the m ain tail 
of every com et alw ays stream s away 
from the direction of the sun. 
Tliere are physical reasons why the 
com et’s m anagem ent of its tail in this 
way seems to the onlooker as difficult 
an a rt as that of handling a 
lady’s 
train at a reception. How’ever, a.s our 
picture dem onstrates, this Is a m atter 
ot .strict etiquette w ith comets, and 
there are few tha t do not 
come 
through with flying colors. 
If comets ‘traveled around the sun 
in circle.?, as the planets do nearly, 
they probably would have no tails 
on account of the m aterial of which 
the tail.? consists being 
all 
blown 
away. 
B ut since their orbits are el­ 
lipses of considerable, and occasion­ 
ally great, eccentricity, it 
happens 
that they are near the sun during 
only a .« h« rt part of the time, and 
when they are far aw ay the tail-pro ­ 
ducing force does 
n ot 
effectively 
operate. 
It has been ob.« erved that 
small comets, like E ncke’s 
which 
have short, rounded orbits and a p­ 
proach the sun every few years, have 
very small tails, or none a t all.
